The Scene tn the Jail Yard. 

At 7:15 p.m. Deputy Humphreys ana the 
fquad of police on duty in the Jail yard en- 
tered the enclosure by the entrance beside 
the Chief's room and proceeded 
to put the scaffold and gallows in 
shape for the execution. Humphreys was 


_ provided with a plentiful supply of saw- 


fust, soap, etc., and carried cne or two sug- 
ye-looking bundics. It was a peculiarly 
fismal and depressing scene.

This sentiment seemed to be a very general 
one, and the impression prevailed that for 
several months dating fromthe middle of 
January there would be leks of a red record 
in St. Louis than for any month previous 
for a twelvemonthb. 

THE LSSUE OF TICKETS

The Crimes. 
SLAYING OF AUGUSTA SIMON. 
Joseph Michael Kotovsky, who expiated 
his crime on the gallows to-day, was a young 
Bohemian barkeeper who lived at 1010 Em- 
met street. On the evening of October 10, 
1878, he killed a yeung girl to whom he had 
paid his attentions and whom he hoped to 
make his wife in better times. Au- 


gusta Simon, his young victim, was 
& servant in’ the employ of the 
famil of Dr. Fred. Kolbenheyer, on 
Kighth near Gratiot streets. Kotovsky’s at- 
tentions did not meet with the kindly recep- 
tion which he expected they would receive. 
Annie Moody lived next door and was a con- 
fidential friend of the murdered giri’s. She 
kuew of Kotovsky’s love, learning it from 
her friend. On the night of the murder 
Annie saw Kotovsky sitting on the base of 
the iron railing in front of the house. 
Annie watched the man with interest for 
some minutes and approsched him, 
when he remarked to her, “Never 
mind, 1’m waiting for somebody.” The gir! 
left thinking about the remark, which she 
reiated to her friend, A few minutes later 
; Augusta and Annie started around to Von 
Gerichten’s saloon to get some beer for the 


family. Kotovsky was sitting there stiii, 
but no attention was paid to him. 
Ono their return the girls were 


on the east side/ef Eighth street, between 
Chouteau avenue and Gratiot streets, when 
Kotevsky approached them and said: “Is 
that you, Augusta’’ He approached the 
girls and placed his band on the girl’s 
shovider, as sbe saidj“*Yes.”

The placue.. caused by 
rapid development of microcoxew in the 
capillaries and veins, inducing inflammation 
and fever,but these forms of life are infiyite- 
simal compared with the triching. The 
Doctor can cure a sick pig, but no one can 
make it afterward ua thriftyjand valuable ani- 
mal.

The Cauonization at Rome. 

Anne H. Brewester in Phiiadelphia i'elegraph. 
The canonization of last Thursday could nct 
compare With suca displays, of courte; but 
it had some fextures that were very beau- 
tiful. The procession moving from tbe Du- 
cal Hail across the Sala Regia to the Sistine 
Chapel; the svlemn services there; then cross- 
ing the Sala Regia again to the Benediction 
Hall, or sopraportico, Was most imposing. 
The aecomplisbed Grand Prefeet of Ceremo- 
nies, Monsignor Cataldi, arranged and or- 
dered ail this cifficult pageant with infinite 
tuste and skill; be showed the genius ofa 
poet und an artist in the grouping, drap- 
eries and coloring. There was no confusion, 
notwithstanding the restricted epace. The 
entrance of the Pope into the Benediction 
Hail was indeed impressive. The Holy 
Father was clothed in the sacred vesiments, 
with a miter on bis head that was blaziog 
with gems; he held a large lighted wax 
candie in the left hand. The right hand gave 
the benediction, and bis whole form was 
euveloped in a rich white siik drapery. 
Several prelates held the jight siik baldacchi- 
no over him, and the palafrenieri, or chair- 
bearers, who carried bim al>ft on their 
shoulders, were dressed in rich red damasked 
satin. The face avd figure of his Holiness 
made a great impresion on the crowd. The 
Pope is thin and pa'e; the white draperies 
about him heightened this paleness. oitag 
could be more statuesque than the afrange- 
ment of the great broad white silk folds that 
spread down over his whole body, covering 
his feet: he looked jike a huge statue cut 
in precions iyory. His face, thin end colorle:s, 
had an expression of infinite sadness, aud it 
was alsostern and resolute; it was asif he 
bere on his beart and mind the miseries of 
htifhan kind. It wasan expression that can’t 
be forgotien, and the memory of that statu- 
esque pontifical figure, its moral grandeur 
and subiime sufferings, will remain forever 
associated with the canonization of 1881.

OUR LEGAL EXECUTIONS. 

Without stopping to discuss the value of 
capital punishment to society, and assuming 
that it is absolutely necessary that murderers 
should be promptly and relentlessly put to 
death, is it not about time to ask whether 
our system of disposing of criminals is in 
keeping with our civilization. The gallows 
is at best but a bungling and brutal machine. 
It is almost impossible to execute a criminal 
with neatness and dispatch, because the 
method is one wbich would hardly be em- 
ployed in taking the life of a worthless and 
offending dog. Thenewand improved gar- 
rote, nowin use in Spain, provides a neat, 
clean and expeditious mode of sending a 
criminal out of the world. The condemned 
man is strapped in achair which has a solid 
post behind it. An iron collar is fastened 
about bis neck, attaching him firmly to the 
upright. A spring is touched which sends a 
sharp blade into the back of his neck, the 
spinal cord is snapped, the head inclines 
forward and the sorrowful scene is over. 
The old style screw, which broke the neck, 
is now discarded. Our system of ap- 
pointing a day for the execution of acriminal 
and compelling him to count the hours and 
minutes of his lifeis worthy of the genius 
of TORQUEMADA. Whena man commits a 
murder he takes his victim either by stealth 
or when he has the energy of excitement. 
Death comes swiftly to the victim. We take 
the murderer and imprison him for months 
and even years. He passes through al! the 
stages of doubt, fear and apprehension in- 
cident totrial. Then comes the conviction 
and sentence. Day after day the shadow of 
death closes about bim. Finally he is taken 
out with greatsolemnity and depressing 
deliberation and iv the presence of a cruel 
and unsympathetic crowd is put to death. 
He is absolutely tortured and, if he is a man 
of the slightest sensibility, he suffers a 
thousand deaths. His victim suffers but 
one. Wedo not execute murdere:s toreform 
them but to furnfsh society with a salutary 
example. So faras the effect upon society 
is concerned, the terturing of acriminal pro- 
duces no eifect. The outside world only 
knows that aman who hastaken a human 
life has forfeited his own and it is 
only where this explation follows with 
swiftness and certain'y that the majesty of 
Justice is made apparent to the vicious 
classes Who carry murder in their hearts. 
Wouid it nut be decent und humane for us to 
adopt the system of dealing with condemned 
men in vogue in Fiance? The criminal! whose 
life is forfeited to the State is not apprised 


he is generaliy immured in La Roquette. 
When all legal measuresin his behalf have 
been exhausted he is notifled to prepare 
himself. Some fine morning there comes a 
tap at his cell door. He is told to arrange 
his toilet. A spiritual adviser is furnished 
and the brief warraut for his execution is 
read. He is marehed out into the yard, 
where the guillotine sits grimly in the gray 
of the dawn, is strapped toa board, and in 
five minutes from the time he leaves his cell 
his head is rolled into a basket. There isa 
mystery about all this which fills the criminal 
world with awe. Itis impressive and the 
victim of the law is saved from unnecessary 
mental agony and torture.

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THE execution of KOTOVSKY and ELLIs, 
the woman-killers, atthe Four Courts this 
morning, was quite a success in its way.

An Excited Crowd Cries ‘** Don’t 
Hang Him.’ 


Martin Kankowsky Hung at Jersey City— 
Abbott Executed at Elmira—Two 
Men Die on the Scaifold 
in Louisiana,

MARSHALL, MO., January 6.—John A. 
Phelps was hanged here at 12:15 p. m. in 


the presence of a vast crowd. 
He was cool and “resigned to his 
fate. On. the scaffold he made 


& pathetic speech. His sweetheart was pres- 
ent and wept bitterly. Phelps asked to be 
forgiven. He said he recognized-in the 
crowd his sweetheart. (Here the 
woman wept hysterically. He 
sad he had RY partner in 
thecrime. By this is he meant Chasewood, 
and some people believe in the truth of this 


statement. Sheriff Cason sprung the trap 
and Phelps died in eight minutes. 
There were no mishaps. In eighteen 


minutes the body was cut down. There was 
great sympathy evinced for the doomed man, 
but the crowd was orderly. Phelps was a 
fine-looking man, only 23 years old. He 
had auburao hair, grey eyes and of medium 
sfature. 

Whuiie he was being hung the crowd was 
terribly excited, and there were cries of 
‘*Don’t hang him.’?* Phelps grew nervous 
and excited when he saw his sweetheart, 


JNO. A. PHELPS, 
who died on the scaffoid to-day, was 22 
years oid. He was born near Kirksville, 
Adair county, Mo., and was a youth of 
some promise. -He seemedto be a man of 
good personal attraction, and was generally 
very well thought of by those who knew him 
best. 
TUE CRIME 

for which he gave up his life was the mur- 
der of Elijab Keyton, on the 28d of April, 
issl. Mr. Keyton was a wealthy farmer of 
Saline county, and at thetime of his death 
was about sixty years old. Phelps,his mur- 
derer, was his hired hand, also the lover of 
his daughter, a young lady not more than 
eighteen vears old. Keyton strongly opposed

old man Keyton had been away from his farm 
forthe purpose of hauling tumber.

Keyton not answer- 
ing, search was made, and his body found in 
the lot Where it had fallen.

The Coroner held an inquest the 
next day, but failed to ' 

ELICIT ANY FACTS 
giving a clue to the guiity party. But Sheriff 
Cason took up the threads of circumstantial 
evidence and soon arrived at the conclusion 
that Phe'ps was the guilty one, and in con- 
sequence arrested hiin. Subsequently Pheips 
made a full confession of the crime. 

HE WAS TRIED 

at Marshall, July 18, and convicted of mur- 
der in the first degree, and atoned for it to- 
day.

Kankowsky Executed. 

JERSEY City, N. J., January 6.—Martin 
Kankowsky was executed in Hudson County 
Jail shortly after 10 a. m. forthe murder of 
Mina Muller in the woods near Gutenberg, 
in May /ast. 

JERSEY CITY, January 6.—When Kan- 
kowsky awoke this morning he said to Keep- 
er Liddell, **My last morning’ and at once 
got up and dressed. He parteokof a light 
breakfast, and soon after the Sheriff entered 
the cellof the doomed man and read the 
death warrant, after which Kankowsky’s 
arms were pinioned zgndthe noose adjusted. 
Kankowsky declared he was innocent and 

ASKED FOR AN HOUR MORE TO LIVE, 
The Sheriff told him he had to die then, and 
after protesting quietly against the black 
cap and pinioning he submitted 
and walked quietly through the hall to 
the stairs ,where he stopped to say good-bye 
to Inspector Lange. Soon the procession 
was heard coming down stairs and it entered 
the corridor beadea by the Sheriffs,who were 
followed by the Rey. Mr. Maas, reciting the 
office for the dead. Immediately came Kan- 
kowsky,supvorted by hisjkeeper,with a halter 
on his neck and « loose biuck Cap on the back 
of his head, exclaiming in German, 
**NO, NO, I AM INNOCENT.?’? 

As he passed beiween tiie jury and deputies 
he turned to the deputies who were ranged 
on the left side of the corridor and . shook 
bands with three or fourof them, saying 
good-by. Arriving under Ethe 
gallows he stood up, bravely 
end throwing back his head’ exelaim- 
ed in a loud, firm voice: **{nu the name of the 
Father, of the Son andofthe Holy Ghost, I 
aminnocent ofthis thing. Father, forgive 
meand those who brought this disgrace 
upon the State ef New Jeraqy.* 

The Sheriff then pulled the cap over bis 
face, and while the noose was being aujusied 
Kankowsky seemed about to fall, butinstantly 
recovered his nerve and stood erect. At 10:16 
o’clock the trigger was sprung and Kankow- 
sky jerked about eight feet into the air, 
breaking his neck instantly. He made a 
single convulsive movement and all was 
over. His body was delivered to his spirit- 
ual adviser, Rey. Mr. Maas, who will have 
it interred in a corner of Weehawken Cem- 
etery.

A Total Loss in Their Slaughtering and 
Rendering Departments, | 


Kast St. Louis is an excellent newspaper 
town, tnat is,it is not aparticularly good city 
for reading newspapers, but it is rather rad- 
icai on the matter of items, and those of any 
account are geod ones. But few cities of 
three times its size can boast of the same 
number of holocausts, wholesale duels and 
murders and railroad strikes, and for fires 
its average actually exceeds Chicago. 


ABOUT HALF PAST ELEVEN 
o’clock last night the Whittaker pork-house, 
situated near the stock- yards, was visited by 
a destructive fire, resultingin the total de- 
struction of the slaughtering and rendering 
departments, the greater portion of the ma- 
chinery anda large amount of stock on hand. 
Several theories have been advanced as to 
the origin of the fire, but the most plausible 
one is that a candle left burning 1n the reder- 
ing department communicated with the 
floor ,saturated with oil,jand some of the 
blazing drippings dropped through and the 
flames started under the joists of the third 
floor. The watchmen, Tom Carley and 
Mike Tannon, saw the blaze, and immedi- 
ately went to the quarters of the engineer, 
Mr. Meisinger, who had quarters in the 
building. The three, with the assistance of 
& young man who was connected with the 
concern and lived near-by, fought the flames 
withthe Babcocks which were stationed 
about the buildiag,but at last the fire got too 


warm for jhem, and they had to 
retire. This makes an explosion 
of the very sensational story 


of the premature explosion of the tank. The 
theory is that something fellin on the safety 
valve, and closing it, caused the explosion. 
Before this, however, the employees of 
the establishment, +s residing in the 
vacinity turned out en masse and did yeo- 
man service. Between the burning estab- . 
lishment and the main building were 
TWO HEAVY BRIDGES, 

and seeing that there was no fate imstore 
for the slaughtering and rendering 
establishment, they got to work with axes 
and severed connection in very short order. 
In regard to the loss,the live stock amounted 
to six disabled hogs which were being cared 
for in the building aud which it was impos- 
sible to rescue. In the pen to the south of 
the building and immediateiy adjoining it 
were 1,100 hog,s and these werein no danger 
and were not removed. The wind was westerly 
and drove the flames away from the building 

SEVERAL HUNDRKD THOUSANDS 
would have been the loss ifthe fiames had 
communicated with the main building, but 
this and the office were unscathed. 

Mr. Michael McEnnis, of the firm, was 
early on band this morning,and be estimates 
the loss at $60,000. The slaughter-house was 
a one-floor, two-story building, the tank 
house being three-stories bigh; the boiler 
room is to the south ofthe building and was 
as quite a complete wreck as 
any of the other portions. There were 
stand-pipes on all the floors, with hose at- 
tached, but these were of but little avail. 

The scene last night is described as one of 
rare magnificence. The Kast St. Louisaas 
turned out en maese, and large throngs 
watched the angry flames ascending in long 
tongues heavenward. Oil, grease and kin- 
dred matter act as stimulants io the fre- 
god, a8 well as whisky, and last night he 


reveled. He licked up the thick oak 
| floors of the building, burst the brick walls 
| wide open, and this morning,having exhaust- 
ed his vitality, presented a most dismal as- 
pect. Theplace wasa mere mass of smok- 
ing ruins. Five hose were being used, but 
there was little to be done with the 
smoking pile, which was reduced to a mere 
mass of brick and iron. 

Some 300 men were employed at the works. 
To-day Mr. McEnnis said: 

‘*We have received telegrams of sympathy. 
from all the leading packing-houses of the 
country, which is very gratifying. To-morrow 
we will commence work, however, and most 
of our men will go back to labor. In the 
mean time I wish to say that our neighbors 
have offered us every facility intheir power | 
to proceed with business,and this permits us 
keeping right on.”’

Fading London Landmarks.

A landmark of Old London which possess- 
es some siight interest for Americans will 
be removed in the course of afew weeks. I 
allude to the old ‘*Crowno and Ancbor’’ 
tavern, better known of late years as the 
Temple Ciub, at the corner of Arundel! 
street, Strand. This at one time used to be 
agreat Jacobite rendezvous, and bere, in 
the early vears of the century, Sir Francis 
Burdett was arrested and conveyed tothe 
Tower while addressing his political sup- 
porters, Sir Fraacis was grandfather of the 
present Baroness Burdett-Cuutts Ashmead- 
Bartiett. 

In Fleet street, also, a still older hostelry, 
the famous Cock and Bottie inn, will before 
long have disappeared. This. perbaps, is the 
dast of the genuine oid Fieet street taverns, 
and its traditions make it well worth a visit. 
[i stood where it stands now when Queen 
Elizabeth commeneed herreign. It almost 
alone escaped when the great fire of London 
Was raging within one hundred yards of it 
and forthan a mile all around. -The interior 
of the house stiil preserves its archaic sim- 
plicity. The long room where the pubiic 
sits is divided into snug boxes,the floor is 
sanded, the fireplaceis vast and open, and 
surmounted by a black oak mantel piece as 
old as the Tudors. In _ this very 
room Johnson and Goldsmith used 
to sit, while whole generations 
of journalists and literary men and great 
lawyers have partaken of its hospitality. 
Tennyson used to frequent itfor manv years, 
and every one knows his lines on ‘‘William 
the stout head waiter’? who gave, ‘“‘to each 
his perfect pint of stout, his proper chop to 
each.”’ Years fly and the house hallowed by 
sO Many memories will soon have disap- 
peared. Meanwhile what will become of its 
classic fittings and furniture, and of that old 
tavero token, still preserved at the bar, and 
said to be the last existence? An open order 
has been given, it is said, from New York to 
purchase these relics at any price, and cer- 
tainly they could scarcely xo anywhere 
where they could be better preserved. If 
they cannot remain in Old England by all 
means let them find a home in new. 


A Victim of a Practical Joke.

Another victim to the reprehensible prac- 
tice of practical joking has paid for his cre- 
dulity with his life, The other day, as the 
French bark Felix was approaching the port 
of Marseilles under easy sail, a negro belong- 
ing tO the crew suddenly ciainbered upon the 
butwarks and plunged into tbe sea.

dietetic luxury by wealthy Frenchmen 
of the present day that he could 
not fail, upon arriving at Marseilles, to 
be roasted and eaten. Their plot proved only 
too successful. Toe conviction that he was 
destined to fizure as a comestible at some 
fashionable Marseilles restaurant undermined 
his sprits and preyed upon his mind to such 
aun extent that he at last resolved to die by 
bis own act rather than encounter the dismal 
fate awaiting himin port. This determira 
tion, it appears, he made known to the au- 
thors of the hoax; but these inveterate 
humorists, nevertheless, kept up their jest 
ubtil the Felix sighted Marseiiles, when the 
wretched negro, believing bhimseif irreyo- 
eably doomed to suffer death by the but- 
cher’s knife within a few hours, drowned 
himself in the manner above related.

Lord Shrewsbury’s Divorce Case. 
London Letter to Chicago Times. 

The usually dingy and unfashionable pre- 
cincts of the divorce courts were this week 
enlivened by the presence, as a co-respond- 
ent, of the Premier Earl, of England. The 
Rt. Hon,Charles Heory John Chetwynd Tal- 
bot, otherwise Karl of Shrewsbury, whose 
family long ago as the year 1466 was rich and 
powerful enough to merit an earldom, ap- 
peared before Lord Penzance to ans ver for 
having eloped with a married lady, a certain 
Mrs. Muody. It wouid appear that bis 
Lordship made the acquaintance of this en- 
gaging persou last year while a guest at her 
husband’s house. The Mundy menage was 
4 good example of a wealthy English 
middle-class house, in which there was plen- 
ty of money to spend and nothing particular 
to do exceptto ride and drive about, and 
in the season to shoot pheasants and hares. 
On this quiet home Lord Shrewsbury, then 
under age, descended, andin a very shorttime 
made himself so agreeable to his hostess that 
her busband forbade him the premises. The 
next thing the husband knew was from a tel- 
egram placed in his hands, announcing that 
his wife and Lord Shrewsbury were together 
in Paris. Hetraced them thence to Stras- 
boure, where, in conjunction with a Mr. 
Morewood, his brother-in-law, he caught 
sight of them on a departing train. Mr. 
Morewood, nothing daunted, jumped up be- 
hind the moving train, not,it may be imagined, 
without sundry objections from the German 
officials, and in a few hours brought back 
by force the erring wife. Lord Shrews- 
bury did not care to accompany her, and re- 
mained at a wayside station. His conduct, 
on the whole, was somewhat tame and un- 
romantic, Had he acted in America as he 
did in England, his earldom would scarcely 
bave sufiiced to bave saved his life. But 
these things are managed differently in Eng- 
land, and the drama is now over so far as the 
public are concerned, unless indeed Mr. 
Mundy sbould sue for pecuniary damaces, 
which in Evglish law are always held to be 
a sufficient salve for a man’s honor, however 
deepiy wounded. Lord Shrewsbury came 
of age last week, and scandalized his na‘ive 
place by himself ordering the church belis 
tobe rung in his own honor. He at the 
same time drove around openly with Mrs. 
Mundy, intreducing her everywhereas “*my 
future wife.” One of his tenants 
remarked that if he was the pre- 
mier earl he was also the ‘*premier ass’’ in 
England. This fortunately rare specimen of 
British aristocracy is enormously wealthy, 
and hasin his keeping the happiness and 
fortunes of bundreds of farmers, tenants 
and dependents of one sort and another. It 
is for such as he that the laws of entail and 
primogeniture especialivy exist, for without 
such checks and safeguards men of his type 
would run through the finest estate In a few 
years. Mrs. Mundy meanwhile accompanies 
him everywhere, never losing sight of him 
fora monrent. It is her Jast chance of salva- 
tiou. If she fails, she will be simplv a social 
outeast. If she succeeds she will! be the 
premier countess of England, with balfa 
dozen estates, arent-rol! of about $900,000 a 
vear and a titie “antedating by more thana 
generation Columbus’ first voyage to America. 
She is playingarisky game, for immense 
stakes, and many are ee her, ready 
to take advantage of every oversight or false 
maneuver.

Facts have 
of jate years upset many theories as to sui- 
cide. Is is found that the ekyey influences, 
so far, atleast, as gloomy weatheris con- 
cerned, are not potent causes of sel{-destruc- 
tion. Blue-skyed France has many more seif- 
siayers per 1,000:han gray-skyed England, 
and se!f-destruction is more frequent in Sum- 
merthanin Wiater. But on sentimeutal 
mindstbis season has effects in & manner 
which has often-times led to suicide. 
Christmas and the New Year are by no means 
periods of particular joyousness to most 
peopie.as they advance in life, inasmuch as 
such reasons are aptto be fraught with so 
much thatis painful to memory and asso- 
ciatiou, and gloomy brooding over dis- 
appointed hopes hasin many instances led 
at this Season tothe conviction that life is 
not worth living and the soonera finish 
put toitthe better. The remedy is simply 
netto brood. Do not permit it.’ Go out. 
Walk about. Look in shop windows if you 
can do nothivg better to amuse yourself, Mix 
with other persons. Above all, sumup the 
good you have,to set off against the bad, 
and if your woes are due ratherto anticipa- 
tion than retrospect, recail those wise old 
lines:

Telegraphing from a Moving Train. 
From the Santa Barbara [ress. 

On September 27,through Messrs. Dewey 
& Co., a patent Was issued to a resident of 
Santa Barbara for a method of telegraphing 
from a moving raiiroad car. The invention 
enables each freight or passencer train to 
bave its own telegraph office, [wo wires are 
required instead of one, and these are sus- 
pended directly over the track, and above the 
moving train. They are paraitlel and about 
eighteen inches adart. One wire is connected 
with a battery at the station from which the 
train starts, and the other with « battery at 
the terminal station. They are so suxpended 
that by a somewhat ingenious arrangemen! 
light running wheels can run alorg them 
from one end of the road to the other. 
The wheels are insulated from esch otber 
but are connected with wires that pass Cown 
the roof of the car to the operating inatru- 
ment, and throuch it complete to the circuit. 
As the var moves, the wheels are drawn 
aiong on the wires just above it, and a cona- 
stant current of electricity is maintained be- 
tween ihe initial und terminal siations 
through the moving car. 

Without attemptiog to enumerate the ad- 
vantages of the invention, some of the more 
obvious may be Meutioned. All train re- 
ports and all orders from train dispatchers 
will be communicated directiy to the con- 
ductor and engineers while the train isin 
motion. Passengers can receive and trans- 
mit messages atany moment during their 
journey withoutany of the incouveuiences 
pow experienced. Directors and distingu!-h- 
ed parties traveling in their own private 
ears will find it especially convenient to have 
a telegraph office constantly at band. Bui 
the one great vaiue of the inveation, aifer 
all, will be its preservation of life and prop- 
erty by preventing collisions.

-R. R. Magnus has returned from New York, 
where, with his wife, he spentthe holidays.

get cotton to market in, while this year’s has 
heen of the best. He fully believes that from 
68 to 75 per cent of the crop has been mark- 
eted, and with a stock in sight 
of 3,000,000 bales it would take 
two anda half million mere to make upa 
crop offive and a balf millions. Mr. M. saw 
Bradrtreet’s man in New York,who had just 
returned froma nine weeks’ trip through the 
South, and saidthat he had bet and would 
continue to bet against a five anda half mil- 
lion crop.
